Masks and'Costumes. 


"Tho use of masks for balls and var5-j 


pqs social festivities," a-dealerin maaka 
«nd cpstumes said, "has steadily in-| 
creased :durinfc tho past few years. Not 
many years-ago it was confined ia this; 
country to a few German societies; in| 
largo cities and towns. Now, however, 
there is scarcely a village making any. 
pretensions to> modern social customs 
which does not have oae or more, 
masquerade balls during the winter, 
season. 
The masquerade ball season. 


b*pins :jnst i after the holidays, and is| 
kept up the greater part of tho whiter.; 


•'Where-do masks come from? A few 


aro mado in this country, but the 
largest number aro imported from 
France and Germany. 
Tho production 


is so cheap in those countries that they 
havo practically the monopoly, for even 
with a duty of forty-five per cont. added 
nobtfdy in this country has ever been 
able 'successfully 
to compete with 


Trance and Germany in making masks. 
You sec, there's no money in them, nnd 
they can be made profitably only where 
labor is very cheap. A tolerably good 
mask can bo bought ior one cent. 
To 


be sure, speculators frequently buy the 
privilege of selling masks at balls, and 
chargcras high as seventy-live cents for 
an ordinary paper mask, but tho sumo 
mask could bo'bought of a dealer for 
twenty-live cents. 


"The making of a mask is not such t> 


simple matter as. .it seems to be. Ol 
course the principal'things used in its 
construction arc ordinary paper and a 
plaster of Taris or composition mold. 
In making half masks—that is, masks 
which simply cover tho face—the labor 
is very small, compared with tho con- 
struction of the full-head masks, which 
cover tho whole face and hoad of tho 
wearer and rest on tho shoulders. 
The 


paper is placed on the mould in layers 
until the-inquired thickness ia attained. 
Tho molds arc mode by a class of 
artists who make a specially of this 
work. 
They aro usually mado from 


photographs of subjects, many of which 
nrc indicated by tho dealer when he 
orders from the manufacturer. 
The 


lavjii! full-head masks require a scries of 
molds, each forming A part-of a sub- 
ject. When all the parts of a mask aro 
completed, they are all joined together 
in such a way us to conceal the places 
where tho parts are joined. 


"Masks have not changed in general 


character for the past fifty years. Each 
season tlio variety is increased by tho 
representation of somo character not 
shown bofore. usually a caricaturo of 
some prominent person, or a true like- 
ness of somo foreign or American nota- 
bility, or some very odd or grotesque 
Bubiect borrowed from 
tho 
animal 


kingdom. 
Wo have masks represent- 


ing Popo Leo XIII., Napoleon, Bis- 
inarck, Kaiser 
Wilhelm, tho Crown 


Prince, Beechcr, Ben Butler, General 
Grant, Blaine, Coiikling, President Ar- 
thur, Carl Schurz and others. Among 
the newest masks this season ere tiioso 
representing John Kelly, Peter Cooper 
»nd Talmage. Tho general lino con- 
sists of masks representing old women, 
young women, fat babies, tho typical 
Irish, Dutch, Yankee, English, Negro 
and Chinese characters. Kings, Queens, 
larlcquins, clowns, Santa Glaus, etc. 
Then we havo masks with movable 
jaws, winking masks, masks repre- 
eentiug 
bears, 
wolves, 
monkeys, 


cats, 
dogs, 
frogs. 
and 
almost 


nvery other kind of 
animal. Many 


masks are made to order for the wear- 
ers. 
A large demand for masks arises 


from their uso for amateur theatrical 
purposes. Costumes are made up with 
them, representing tho various charac- 
ters in Shakespearean and other plays 
of a historical or Scriptural character. 
We have 'make-ups' of Booth, Joffer- 
son, 
Raymond, Emmet, Sarah Bcrn- 


hardt, and other famous actors and 
actresses as thoy appear in their re- 
spective 
master-pieces. 
Masquerade 


costumes vary greatly, according to the 
tastes of each particular individual and 
tlio prevailing fashion in dress. 
Fre- 


quently, when a historical costume is 
chosen, it is used as a sort of grounl- 
work, and modilled or elaborated by us 
in any way the fancy of tho wearer may 
dictate. 
In choosing historical cos- 


tumes, as a general rule, gentlemen ad- 
here closely to the style of the original. 
Ladies, on Jhe contrary, want the cos- 
tume modified according to tho prevail- 
ing fashion. 
For instance, if it is the 


fashion to -.vear puffs or^ the side, or if 
sashes aro svorn, tho gentle sex waut 
the style in their masquerade costumes. 
If a gentleman, however, orders a cos- 
tume worn throe hundred years ago, he 
slicks to it. 
It is funny, but it is so. 


Most costumes arc simply fantastic with- 
out, regard to any of tho historical 
styles shown in the earlier times. Cos- 
tumes are in many ciuses made to ordor, 
but generally they aro hired for special 
occasions from regular costumers, who 
keep a grcit variety of styles on hand. 
Often costumes aro made to order for a 
special occasion, and taken back by tho 
costumer afterward and hired by less 
fashionable people for other occasions. 
Formerly 
masquerade 
suits 
were 


trimmed with fancy braids and ribbons; 
iiow they aro embroidered in the most 
expensive manner. There is scarcely 
any limit to their cost. That depends 
on the richness of the material, stylo 
and tlic character of ornamentation. I 
have known a wealthy society lady to 
pay as high as five hundred dollars fora 
masquerade suit. Even that tiguro in 
often exceeded."—-V. Y. Sun,

A few rockets were seen from the 
fchore, but the storm prevented any ono 
golug to her rescue. 
Seven passengers 


camo ashore somehow in the night and 
were safely landed through the surf. They 
reported that some of the crew were 
clinging to the rigging, part of which was 
above water.

During the night tlie weather contin- 


ued too rough to permit anyone going to 
the assistance of the men on tho wreck, 
though it was only 200 yards away, but 
at daylight a llsherman named Gilkie 
launched a ilatboat and brought off Cap- 
talu Von Solioonhoveu and a boy who 
had been secured on the rigging by the 
Captain.

BAD STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


Trouble at the Dscatur Coal Mlne-Th 


Ton Men Quit Work.) 


Some days ago tUe Deoatur Coal COM 


pany posted a notice to the effect that on 
and after April 5th until Sept 1st, th 
price of mining coal at their mine woul< 
be reduced 10 cents a ton, the old pric 
being 80 cents a ton. 


Last night over 100 of the ton men me 


at Eldorado Hose House in secret session 
and voted not to submit to the reduc.iou 
and to stop work. The miners, who 
a'quiet, peaceable body of men, appointe< 
a committee of arbitration to confer with 
the officers of the company, but the; 
failed to have the old rate restored, henci 
the action of last evening. This forenoon 
the miners working by the ton removei 
their tools, and only the men employet 
by the day are at work. The mine has 
been furnishing employment to abou 
125 men, and when the ton or piece men 
put in full time at 80 cents a ton they can 
earn f r«m 82.00 to $2.25 a day. 


The miners who have quit work say the 


reduction is unfair and an injustice, for 
as the vein is but four feet thick the; 
work at a disadvantage all the time, be- 
sides being exposed to more dangers than 
exist in mines where the veins are G to 12 
feet thick. They positively refuse to re 
sume work at 70 cents a ton, as the; 
claim that 80 cents a ton is but a fair 
price. 
They say they will make no 


trouble. Possibly a number of them will 
leave to work in other niiaes, and some 
may find employment at other work in 
and near the city. 


Officers of the coal company say that il 


is customary for companies to reduce the 
price of mining coal during thf, dul 
months, or reduce their working force 
Because the demand for coal in summer 
'alls otr, and therefore the fall and winter 
rates, when coal is in demand, cannot be 
maintained. The company will stick to 
;he reduction as above stated, anil for the 
present at least but little coal will bo 
mined, and those miners not working a! 
some other occupations, will linger about 
.die. 


The situation is an unfortunate 0110 


and it is to be hoped that tho dillerences 
may soon be amicably adjusted aud ft full 
'orce employed at the mine.
